He was a Perſon of à vicious Temper yet 
he guided Prince Edward according to his on Hu- 
mour; but the Conſequence of ſuch an ill Compani- 
on was not diſcern'd, till upon the King's Death, or 
!!ttle before, who Lompell's him to abjure the 
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Realm, ang forbad his Sofirecalling dum on Penalty 
of his Curſe. Before this, he had been in the Scorch 
Wars; and 4 Edm. 1. Was made Knight with 
Prince Edmard, in ofder to another Expedition: 
But the Prince being now King, Pers was recalled 
from his Baniſhnment, and the late King's Jewels, 
and the Treaſure deſign'd for the Holy Land; given 
to him.

ly Northumberland, Weſtmorland, and Lancaſhire; 

Cumberland had its Roytolets, or Petty Kings 0 

their own, till Anno 946. when King Edmond, aſ- 

ſiſted by Leoline, King of Demetia, overrun, and 
deſtroyed this Part called then Cumberland; and 
putting out the Eyes of Dummaillus's two Sons, 
gave this Country to Malcolme, King of Scotland, 
upon Condition he ſhould defend the North of 

neland againſt Invaders; from which time the 
eldeſt Sons of the Kings of Scotland, as well under 
the Saxons as the Danes, were Governours of Cum- 
berland, till about the Conqueror's time, when I find 
the Earl following, more frequently call'd Earl of 

Northumberland: Whether the Scors deſerted it then 

or not, or how it came to the Crown, Iknow _ . 
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to which I muſt refer, and ſhall here only 
obſerve, that tho Mills mentions not the Fa- 
ther of Ranulph de Bricaſard, and Ferne calls him John 
de Boghan, yet the moſt Authentick is, that he was 
called Raufe de Meſchinel, who had Cumberland for 
his Share, at the Norman Conqueſt. ” 
Before he enjoy'd the Earldom of Chefter, he was E.

4. he appear'd 
again in Arms with the Lancaſtrians, at Barnet- Field, 
Where that Party was utterly overthrown, and he 
himſelf fighting manfully, was ſore wounded, and 
left for Dead, from ſeven of the Clock in the Mor- 
ning, till four in the Afternoon; and then being 
brought to a Houſe of one of his Servants, call'd 
Ruit hl and, he had a Chirurgeon, and was after con- 
vey'd to Sanctuary at Wett minſter. Comineès reports, 
that he ſaw this Duke in ſuch great Diſtreſs (doubt- 
leſs after Barnet-Field) that he ran on Foot, bare- 
legg'd after the Duke of Burgundy's Train, begging 
his Bread for God's Sake, but that he utter'd not 
his Name; and that when he was known (being the 
neareſt of the Houſe of Lancaſter, and that he had 
married King Edward the ꝗtk's Siſter) he allowed 
him a ſmall Penſion, to maintain his Eſtate.

William: 8 "HE firſt E. of this County, after the Conqueſt, 


borne, Biſhop-of Exon, in the Reign of King 
Edward the Confeflor, whoſe Kinſman he was ; nei- 
ther was he remote in Alliance to William the Con- 
queror, for his Father was Osborne de Crepon, Ste- 
ward of the Houſhold, and Sewer to that Prince, 
Son to Herfaſtus the Dane, who was Brother to 
Gunnora, Great-Grandmother to the ſaid Conque- 
ror he was allo allied to him by the Mother's 
fide, his Mother being Daughter to Ralph, Ear! of 
Juray, half-Brother by the Mother's {ide to Richard 
the firſt, Duke of Nor mandy. By ſome he is call'd 
Earl of Brettein, or de Britolio in Normandy. Be- 
fore the Duke's Attempt upon England, he and Ro- 
ger de Montgomery (who was afterwards Earl of 


Arundel) were ſent to diſcover the Strength of Jef- 
fry Martel, E. of Anjou : He was alſo one of the 


Duke's Counſellors, the chief and earneſt Adviſer 
for his enterprizing the Crown of England; nor was 
he wanting to ſecond it by Action, being a Chief 
in the Army at the ſignal Battle in Suſſex, for which, 
William the firſt made him Earl of Hereford, and 


gave him the Iſle of Wight, which he conquered. 


2 W. 1. Made Governour of Mincheſter-Caſtle, alſo 
chief Adminiſtrator of Juſtice for the North of 
England (as Odo Earl of Kent was for the South) 
Wherein he prudently deported himſelf with great 
Equity.

But as he was a great Oppreſſor of the Engliſ, and 
ſlew many with the Sword; ſo by that, he received 


his Death, being ſurprized and ſlain in Battle together 


with Arnulph E. of Haniault; whoſe Cauſe he was 


ſent to eſpouſe, againſt Robert Le Friſon, that unjuſt- 


ly Uſurped the Earldom of Handers from his Ne- 


phew, the faid Arnulph, upon the Death of Ear! 
Zaldmin,, , 3 
Roger de Hritolio, his zd Son, ſucceeded Earl of Roger 


Hereford, and Lord of Wight, 8. W. I. At the In- 


ſtigation of this Earl, the K. cauſed again all the 
Monaſteries in England to be ſearched for their 
Treaſure : But he ſtood not long, for being a Faith- 


les and Treacherous Man; and Combining with his 
Brother-in-Law Ralph de Guader, E. of Norfolk, 


and Waltheof E. of Huntington; in that Conſpirac 
for the diveſting the K. of the Goverment, and ad- 


vancing themſelves to the ſole Sway ; under Specious 


Pretences, he raiſed a Powerful Army, and broke out 


into open Rebellion without Succeſs. For the Plot 
being betrayed by Waltheof, and Roger Obſtructed 


in paſling the Severne to joyn the E. of Norf. the 
K. preſently fell upon them at a Place called Faga- 
dun, and there utterly Routed them; and when they 
had fled to Norwich, compelled them to ſurrender it 
alſo. This done the E. Roger by judgment of the 


Norman Law was Condemned to loſe his Poſſeſſions, 


and to have perpetual Impriſoment: Yet the King at 


the Celebration of Eaſter, was pleaſed to ſend him 


(as uſual) altho' in Priſon, his Royal Robes ; but he 
ſo diſdained the Favour that he contumeliouſly cauſed 
them to be Burnt. A Paſſage ſo enraging the King, 


that he Swore he was very proud that thus abuſed | 


him, and ſhould never come out of Priſon as long as

Ihe next Earl was Milo or Miles, Son to Wal-

He had 
the Cuſtody of that of Glouceſter, and alſo of the 
Caſtle of Hereford ; 2nd laſtly in his Age taking up- 
aon him the Habit of 2 Canon-Regnlar in the Mo- 
naſtery of Lantheny, to which he had been a Bene- 
factor, he died there. But here we come to his Son; 
Milo, Earl of H:reford, &c. Being a Servant in 
Court to K. H. i. and one of his chief Counſelors, 
alſo an expert Soldier; the K. gave nim Scbyll eldeſt 
Daughter to Bernard de Non- March, Lord of 
Brecſnocſ, for his Wife, with the Honour of Breck- 
noc, ſo likewiſe all his Father's Lands held in Capite, 
with the Office of Conſtable of his Court. Upon 
the Death of K. #. 1. he uſed his Power in behalf of 
Maud the Empreſs: And fetch'd her with Honour 
from his Caſtle of Glouceſter. But K. Stephen carti- 
- et himtelf obſequiouſly towards him; for it is mani- 
feſt it obtained from him a Reſtitution in fee of the 
Whole Honour of Glouceſter (fay ſome ) with the 
Cuſtody of that Tower and Caſtle there, which he 
held as his Patrimony in the time of K. H. I. and 
likewiſe the Barony of Brec noc: But after this, in 
4 Steph. Ne fell from his Allegiance, and uud being 
landed in this Realm, repaired to her at Briſtol, ac-

- In Denmark he remained till the 
Reign of Edward the Confeſſor, when he return'd, 
having obtained the Favour and Mercy of that mild 
Prince, by the Mediation of his Friends, and thro” 
the means of Leofric E. of Cheſter; who adviſed 
him and his Son, with thoſe Twelve Earls his Friends 
and Kinſmen, in all humility to offer the K. as much 
Gold and Silver as they were able to bear, in Satisfacti * 
on, and implore a Pardon for the Murder, and Reſ- 
toration to his Poſſeſſions. And now the K. to put 
the greater Qbligation on him, married his Daughter 
after this, viz. 105 1. Euſtace E. of Boloigne (who had 
married the Kg's Siſter) landed at Dover, and there- 
upon kill'd a Townſman by one of his followers, about 
taking up their Quarters : A Tumult aroſe where- 
in20 of Ewftace's Retinue were ſhin, he himſelf hard< - 
ly eſcaping their Fury; which being known to the K.

Pope, upon ſome Exceptions, not only refus'd him, 
but the Biſhop was diſhonourably diſmiſs'd, and rob- 
bed in his Return; at which Toft; not being a little 
moved, ſo threatned the Pope, that the Pall was 
granted to Aldred.

2 Pacification, with the King, was endeavour'd by 
the Queen, Siſter to Tofti, Being thus diſpoſſeſs'd, 
he fled to Flanders to his Father-in-Law ; after 
which his Brother being King, he coming back, in- 
feſted the Iſle of Wight, Sandwich, and the Coaſt of 
Lindſey : But Edwin, E. of Mercia, and Morcar,

But ſuch was the exceſſive Pride and 
Covetouſneſs of theſe Hugh's, Father and Son, alſo 
their Influence over the King, that the Nobles were 
provok'd thereby, and under Thomas, Eart of Lan- 
caſtar, they hoſtily appeared, and compelled the 
King to baniſh them both. But Hugh the Younger, 
lurk d about, ſometimes at Sea, ſometimes at Land.

The Queen therefore, upon underſtand- 
ing the Peoples Hearts, made Sail for England, and 
framed a powerful Army of Malecontents, and ſuch 
as the Spencers had injur'd, marching then to Bri- 
ſtol, where the King was, ſhe was joyfullv receiv'd 
by the Inhabitants; and in Teſtimony of her Wel- 
come, Hugh the Elder being brought before the 
Prince and Barons attending him, tho Ninty Years 
of Age, was condemned to be drawn, afterwards 
beheaded, and then hanged on a Gibbet; which was 
perform'd in the ſight of the King, and his own Son 
Hugh (who eſcaped not his PuniſhmentY: Some ſay 
his Body was hung up for Four Days, then cut in 
Pieces and given to the Dogs to eat, and that his 
Head was ſent to Wincheſter, This happen'd in the 
20 E. 2.

ny Days at Seas, were perpetually driven back by 
contra Winds, and at length being oblig'd to

to the Promiſe of the Welſh, they hoped for Secu- 


rity. But Hugh not thinking it ſafe to truſt them, 
ot privately into the Caſtle of Kaerſilii, which he 
toutly defended ſome Time againſt the Forces which 
the Queen ſent againſt him; and in the End obtain'd' 
Capitulation, with promiſe of Safety, as to Life 
and Limb. After which he got again to the King; 
but Providence ſo order'd, that they were both 
ſoon after taken together near the Caſtle of Lan- 
truſſorn, and being brought to Hereford by Sir Henry 
Beaumont, Son to the Lord Beaumont, they were 
delivered Priſoners to the Queen and her Son; 
whence the King was ſent to Berkeley-Caſtle. As 
to this Hugh, after a very ignominious Treatment, 
he was brought before William Truſſel Speaker of the 
Houſe of Commons, and charg'd upon his Arraign-' 
ment, That in the Parliament of 15 E. 2. his Father 
and he, having been adjudg'd Traitors and Enemies 
to their Country, were baniſh'd the Realm, not- 
wiſtanding which he had preſumed to return, and 
plunder'd Two Ships to the Value of 40000“. That 
he had ſtir'd up the King to Arms againſt the Nobi- 
lity, and by the Aid of Andrew Harcla, and other 
Traitors, had cauſe the E. of Hereford to be murder'd 
as alfo Thomas Earl of Lancaſter, to be condemn'd and 
mur'd at Pontefratt; beſides other Nobles to be 
put to ſhameful Deaths. He was farther charg'd 
with favouring. the Scores, and of being the occafion' 
of the Defeat of the Kate at Strywelin. That he had 
alſo cauſed Differences between the King and Queen, 
obliging her to fly the Realm; and by Bribes had 
cauſed the Pope to ſend Letters to the French King 
jo command her to quit that Realm. To which 
Charge he could give no Anſwer, and had Judg-

2. and 
Conrad 2. which Guelphus was Father to Kunegund, 
Father to Guclphus, 2d, made Duke of Bavaria, 
Anno 1071. who had Ine two Sons : Guelphus the 
2d, Duke of Bavaria, who died Iſſueleſs; and Hen. 
called Niger: Hen. married Wulphil, Daughter and 
Heir to the laſt Duke of Saxony of this Race. By 
which Marriage proceeded Heu. Duke of Bavaria 
and Saxony; Who had lſſue Her. the Lyon, Duke of 
thoſe Provinces. But he being proſcribed, his Domi-

Charles the 1. and James the 2. for an Account of 
whoſe Actions, &c. I refer the Reader to our Pub- 


lick Hiſtories; and conclude the firſt Part of 
this Work, conſiſt ing of the Dukes, Marquiſſes and 
Earls; with the Earldom of Bath, which became

Rollo had Two Sons, William his Eldeſt, ſurnam'd 


Long Efpee, who ſucceeded to his Dukedom; and 
Robert his ſecond Son, who was the firſt Earl of Cor- 
boile 5, Richard, fifth Earl of Corbaile; Hamon ſur- 


nam'd Dentatus, ſixth Earl of Corboile; The ſaid 


Hamon Dentatus had two Sons, the Eldeſt call'd af- 
ter his own Name, Robert Fitz-Haamon; the ſecond, 


as it is ſtill the Cuſtom of thoſe Countries, after the 
Name of one of his Lordſhips, Richard de Granville; 


which ſurname of Granville, or by Corruption Gren- | 
ville, alias Greynville, Graynſield, and Grana-villa, 


has remain'd to his Poſterity ever ſince. The ſaid 
Brothers, Robert Fitz.- Hamon, .and Richard de Gran- 


ville accompanied William the Conqueror in his Ex- 


pedition into England, and were preſent with him 
at the great Battle of Haſtings in Ser, where King 


Harold was (lain; and for their ſignal Services, the 


Conqueror beſtow'd on them very large Gifts and 


Honours, particularly to Richard de Granville, the 
Caſtle and Lordſhip of Biddiford, with other Lord- 
ſhips, Lands, and Poſſeſſions, in Devon, Cornmall, 
Somerſetjhire, and Buckinghamphire ; many whereof 
remain to his Poſterity to this Day. After the 
Death of William the Conqueror, the ſaid Robert 
Fitz-Hamon, chuſing twelve Knights for his Compa- 
nions, of which his Brother Richard de Granville was 
one, enter'd Wales with an Army; anddefeating the 
Welh, ſlew Rheſe their Prince; made an entire Con- 


queſt of Glamorganſhire, and the reſt of Wales 


pay Tribute to the King of England, wherefore, 
ing William Rufus, in Conſideration of theſe. and 
other great Services of the ſaid Firz-Hamon, and 
being likewiſe his near Kinſman, created 3 free 
i | rince 
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Prince in all his Conquer'd Landsin Wales, holding 
the fame in Vaſſalage of the King, as his chief Lord. 
Which ſaid , Firz-Hamon,. who the UE preat Ex- 
ploits, had how gain'd himfelf the Name of the 
Great Fitz- Hamon, was ſent by King Henry I. as 
General of his Army againſt; France, where he re- 
ceivd a Wound, 2 the Puſh of a Pike upon his 
Temples, whereof he died. The Stile of the ſaid 


Robert Fitz-Hamon, ran in this Manner. 
Sir Robert Fitz-Hamon, by the. Grace of God, 
Prince of ' Glamorgan, Earl of hene Baron. of 
Thorigny, and Granville, Lord of Glouceſter, Briſtol, 
Temwksberry and Cardif, Conqueror of. Wales, near 
Kinſman to the King, and General of his Highneſſes 
Army in France. Robert Fitz- Hamon thus dying, and 
14995 Iſſue one only Daughter, Richard de Granville, 
His Brother, as the next Heir-Male, inherited by the 
Norman, Laws all the Eſtate and Honours of the Fa- 
milly in Vor iaudy, and thereby became Earl of Cor- 
baile, Baron of Thorigny and Granville. At his Town 
of Neth in Glambrganſhire, he founded an Abby for 
Religious Monks, and endow'd the fame with all 
thoſe Lands he held in Wales. In his old Age, ac- 
cording to the Devotion of thoſe Times, he took 
upon him the Sign of the Croſs, and ſetting forward 
tor Jeruſalem, died in his Journey; leaving Iſſue his 
Son; Richard de Granville, Earl of Corbeile, &c. who 
married Adelyne, Widow to Hugh Har farts and 
Eldeſt Daughter to Robert de Bellemont, or Beaumont, 
Ear!l'of Mellent in France, and the firſt Earl;of Lei-

[Daughter of "Hugh. the Great, Earl of YVermandois 
Son of Henry,” King of France ;, mixing thereby wi 

the Blood of the ©. Houſe of Normandy, the Blood- 
Royal of France ; from whoſe Loins are directly 
and lineally deſcended this famous, and ancient Fa- 
"ily of the Granville's, ſeated in Devon and Cornwal ; 
no Shbjects ever ſurpaſſing them in Valour and No- 
Bien of Birth, nor in Loyalty and Fidelity to the 
Crown; which they have moſt eminently ſhewn in 
Ages fince the Conqueſt; amongſt. "nil muſt 
den ways Temember'd that Famous Sir Richard, 
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who in the Reign of Queen Elixabeth, being then 


Vice-Admiral of England, with a ſingle Ship en- 
counter'd the Whole Armada of Spain, and with a 100 
Men, fought againſt 10000; of this memorable 
Action, Sir Walter Raleigh has written the Relation 
in a particular Treatiſe ; and, Sir Bevil, who ſo ge- 
neroully laviſh'd his Blood and Subſtance, in defence 
of his King and Country, in the Civil Wars, dying 
like his great Anceſtor Firz- Hamon ;, fighting with 
his Pike in his Hand, at the Battle of Landſdomn; 
leaving Iſſue by 
Co-heir to Sir John St. Leger, Knight, 
Fohn his Son and Heir, who, by an immediate Suc- 
ceſlion from Father to Son, beginning at the Year of 
our Lord 876, from Robert the Son of Rello, being 
upward of 800 Years, was the zoth Earl of Corboile, 
Baron of Thorigny and Granville, created by King 
Charles II. Anno 1661, the 20th of April, Earl of 
Bath, Viſcount Lanſdown, Baron of Biddiford and

being then but ſixteen Tears of Age; and being pre- 
ſent in ſeveral Battles and Sieges, particularly in the 


Fight at Newberry, where he was left among the 


Dead, but was happily preſerv'd for an Action of the 


_ greateſt Glory and Importance to his Country; be- 


ing the firſt and chief Inftrument of that Famous Ne- 
gotiation with his Kinſman, General Mont, by which, 


the Royal Family was reinthron'd without Conditions. 


In Memory of which, beſides the aforeſaid addition- 


al Honours, his Majeſty King Charles II. did paſs a 


Warrant under the Privy-Seal, whereby he oblig'd 
himſelf, and recommended it to his Succeſſors, that 
in Caſe of Failure of Male-Ifſue, to General Mont, 
the Title and Dukedom of Albemarle, ſhould deſcend 
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to the ſaid Earl, and be continu'd in his Family. His 
 faid Majeſty did likewiſe paſs to the faid Earl ano- 
ther Warrant for the Earldom of Glamorgan, it be- 
ing the firſt Title enjoy'd in England, by his great An- 
ceſtor Firz-Hamon. His Lordſhip had alſo a Brother, 
Denys Granville, Doctor of Divinity, made Dean of 
Durham, by King Charles II.

the Reign of King Hen. 2. was a Man of great Ac- 


cgunt. On the Rebellion of young Henry, whom the 
King had unadviſedly crowned in his Life-time, and 
the Invaſion of the King of Scots in his behalf, this Ra- 
nulph, with William de Veſci, raiſed the Siege of Proud 


_ bou-Caſtle, and with a ftender Army routed the Scors 
Army near Ainwike, and took their King Priſoner. 


He was after werds, 25 H. 2. made Juftice Itinerant 
for ſeveral of the Northern Provinces, and the next 
year was made ſuſtice of England. In 34 H. 2. the 
King having great Diſturbances in his Territories a- 
broad, this Ranulph return d to England to raiſe Forces 
to ſuppreſs the ſame. He likewiſe executed the Office 
of Sheriff for Torkſhire, Lancaſhire, and VVeſtmorland, 


for ſeveral years, in the Reign of HF. 2. But in 1 RI. 


he was diſplac d from his Office of Juſtice of England;

| Iflue 5 Sons and 6 Daughters; Robert his eldeſt Son, 
who ſurviv'd' him 28 Years, but died without Iflue ; 
Milliam, of great Repute in the Court of Milliam 
Rufus, who died in his Travels; Hugh, who died in his 
Youth ; Ivo and Alberic ; Which Ivo enjoying his Fa- 
ther's. Poſſeſſions in England, took part with Currboſe in 
his War againſt King Hen. 1. but being fined for the 
ſame a vaſt Sum of Money, he was fain to ſeek his Re- 
conciliation ;3 and afterwards travell'd toward Feruſa-

lile-Caftle, | In 12 Edw. I. he executed the Sheriff's 
Office for the County of Cumberland. Upon the Death 
of Alexander King of Scotland; Anne 1 286; he became 
one of the chief Competitors for the Crown of 
that Realm, the Deciſion being referr'd to the King of 
England, as ſuperior Lord thereof. He alledg d, that 
he was the immediate Son of abel the ſecond Daughj- 
ter; whereas John Baliol (che other chief Competitor) 
was hut the Son of Deorvorgill, Daughter of Margaret 
the eldeſt Daughter of David Earl of Huntington; 
by which he infer'd, that he was one Degree nearer in 
Blood than the aforeſaid David; but the Right of De- 
ſcent was adjudg d againſt him. After which, in the 
Preſence of K. E. 1. he refus'd to do Homage to Baliol, 
giving up all his Lands in Annandale to Robert his 
eldeſt Son, who refuſing the like Homage, he ſaid to 
Robert his ſecond Son, begotten on the Daughter of 
the Earl of Carrich, Take thou my Land in Scotland; 
' Where of accepting, he did Homage accordingly, In 
Robett. 22 E. 1. this Robert, then ſtil'd Robert de Brus of Annan- 
| dale, had Summons to attend the King into France, 
Robert. which year he departed this Life, leaving Robert his

for their greater Honour, run diſtinctly thro! the ſame, 
which I have there omitted, or rather very briefly 
ment on'd, as they ſtand upon Record amongſt thc 
Barons of this Realm, being beſides more properly 
compriz'd in this Volume.

this, in the t oth of Henry the zd, he was made Gover- 
nor of the Iſles of Ferſey, Guernſey, Serke and Aur- 
ney. He had likewiſe, in the rzth of Henry the 3d. 
Cuſtody of the Caftle and Honour of the Devizes in 
Com. Nilts. committed to his Truſt; and in the 2oth 
of Henry the 3d, was conſtituted Sheriff of Northum- 
berland. (An Honour, in thoſe Days, equal to that 
of a Lord Lieutenant of a County). So likewiſe 
afterwards of Eſſeæ and Herefordſhire. In 26 of Hen- 
ry the 3d, he receiv'd Command ro attend the King 
into France, with Horſe and Arms; and upon the 
Death of Iſolda his Mother, enjoy d the Lands the poſ- 
ſeſs d in Nottingham and Derby ſhires. In the 36th of 
Henry the 3d. he had a Grant in Fee- Farm of the Iſles of 
Guernſey, Ferſey, Serke and Aurney, paying 40 Mare 
into the King's Exchequer ; which Example the King 
wou'd have had others follow'd, but very few com- 
plied therein, except this Richard, and John his Bro- 
ther, with which 'the King was ſo well pleas'd that he 
embrac'd them, and call'd them his Brothers. In the 
42d of Henry the 3d. he was made Conſtable of Do- 
ver-Caſtle, and Warden of the Cinque- Ports; and 
being both faithful and diligent in thoſe Offices, he 
diſcover'd a vaſt Treaſure, which the Poictovins (then 
Favourites to the King) had ready to convey into 
France; ſo that it turn'd to the Nation's great Advan=- 
tage, and did not at all diſpleaſe the King. Which 
Office of Conftable of Dover he had renew'd the 
Year following. But about this time there growing 
a hot Diſpute about Athelmure the King's half Brother, 
then Biſhop of M/incheſter Elect, ſeveral of the greateſt 
Barons of the Realm oppos'd him, in regard he was 
of the Party of thoſe who were ſuſpected of miſlead- 
ing the King, and conſuming the Wealth of the King- 
dom. Whereupon the ſaid Athelmure fled ro Rome, 
and by falſe Suggeſtions procur'd the Pope's Letters 
for his Inſtitution, which were fent by one Maleſ- 
cho, a Grey-Frier, who landed at Dover, where this 
Richard commanded, which ſo incens'd the Barons, 
chat they immediately ſent Hugh Bigot, then Juſtice of 
England, thither, who reproving him for violating

the Ports, into his oẽn Hands. After which he ad- 
herd to the Barons, and being with young Simon 
Montfort, at Renilworth, when be was upon his March 
our of the North, to meet his Father, then ad vant d 
fram the V into Wrceſterſire'; he vas wich Fol 
his Son, and many others of the turbulent Barons, 
ſurpriz d in the Night, by a Party ſent from the Army, 
under Prince Edward, and had his Lands extended; 
but were both of em, by the Di dtum de Kenilworth, 
admitted to their Fines for that Offence: But aſter 
this I find no more ſaid of them, except that Fobn the 
Son died in the 56th of Henry the 3d. leaving Iſſue, 
Henry his Son and Heir: Which Henry being in the 
King's Army in Males the loth of Edward the iſt, had 
Scutage of all his Tenants that held of him by Mi- 
litary Service; and in the 22d of Edward the iſt, had 
Summons amongſt the great Men of that time to a 
Grand Council then held; as alſo ſoon after to attend 
the King into Gaſcoigne, where he afterwards was in 
the King's Service for ſome time. In the 29th of 
Edward the 1ſt he was in the Wars of Scotland, and of 
the Retinue of Prince Edward: So likewiſe in the 
'31ſt and 34th of Edward the iſt, In the iſt of Ed- 
ward the 2d, he was one of thoſe Barons, who by 
a ſpecial Inſtrument under their Hands and Seals, 
oblig'd themſelves, with their Lives and Eſtates to 
defend the King, his Croun and Dignity, againſt all 
Power whatſoever: But in the 2d of Edward the 2d, 
he departed this Life, leaving Iſſue two Sons, Richard 
and Nicholas: To which Nicholas he gave the Mannor 
of Barton in Ridale in Com. Ebor. from whom it de- 
ſcended to Edmond his Son and Heir; from Edmond to 
Thomas, and from Thomas to Ralph; who coming of 
Age the 26th of Henry the 6th, and doing his Ho- 
mage had Livery thereof. Of Richard the eldeſt Son, 
I find that he was employ'd in the King's Service in 
Scotland, in the 4th of Edward the 2d.z, and two Yeats 
after was Seneſchal of Gaſcoipne ; and in the 8th ot 
Edward the 2d gbtain'd the Wardſhip of Ralph, the 
Son and Heir of Richard Baſſet, for the Sum of 800 /, 
and receiv'd Command, at the ſame, time, to ad- 
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vance with Horſe and Arms to Newcaſtle upon Tyne, 


and otber Parts of the Marches of Scartand for. the 
King's Service. In rhe 12th and 13th of Edward the

In the 19th of Edward the 2d, he was made Conſta- 
ble of Notringham-Caftle ; and ſo again in the 1ft gf 
Edward the 3d; in which Year he was ſent. to Seen 
the Marches of Scotland; and the 7th of Edward th 


za had Summons to attend the King at Newcaſtle, 


with Horſes and Arms ro march againſt the Scots; but 
being then grown infirm, he receiv'd a ſpecial Diſpen- 
ſation from that Service, and died the 9th of Edward 
the 3d, leaving John his Son and Heir; and a youn- 
ger Son Robert, who had the Mannor of Cherlton 
Grey, in Com. Somerſ. with other Lands in that County 
and Dorſetſhire, by Virtue of an Entail foriperly made 


by Fine; whereby, for want of Iflne-Male of Robert 


Fitz- Payne, they were ſettled on this Robert Grey, 
and Elizabeth his Wife, and their Iſſue-Male. But 4 
rerurn now to John the elder Son; which John, in 
the 7th of Edward the 3d, and in the Life-time of 
his Father, was in the King's Service in Scotland, as 
allo for ſeveral Years after. In the 12th of Edward 
the 3d, he was in the King's Army in Flanders, and 
again the 14th; and the next Year again in the Wars 
of Scotland. So likewiſe in the 19. The 20th of 
Edward the 3d, he attended the King in that Expedi- 
tion then made into France, and continu'd there. the 
Year enſuing, being of the Retinue of Henry Earl of 
Lancaſter : He was fo active a Perſon, and in ſuch

In the 22d of 
Edw. the 3d, he went again into France, being til] 
of the Retinue of Henry Earl of Lancaſter : And in 
the 26th of Edward the 3d, was join d in Commiſ- 
fion with the Lord D'Eincourt to arm the People of 
Nottingham and Derbyſhires, upon an Invaſion then 
threaten d by the French. In the 29th of Edward the 
'3d, he was again in the Wars of France; ſo alſo in 
the 33d of Edward the zd, and the ſame Vear was 
conſtituted Governor of the Town and Caſtle of Re 
cheſter for Life. But after all theſe Military Employ. 
ments, he obtain d Leave to go on Pilgrimage; and 
being at length grown a very aged Man, in regard of 
his manifold Services to the King, Bis e ſpe- 
cial Diſpenſation from his Attendance in Parliament 
and otherwiſe : When he died I have not ſeen; but 
tis certain that he had Iſſue two Sons, Henry and

Academical Learning, to the Inner-Temple, where

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acted from thence forward as a Counſellor ar Law. 
Some time after this he covertly made Application, in 
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the way of. Courtſhip, to the only Daughter of a Mer- 
chant, reputed a Thirty-Thouſand-Pound- Man, by the 
Friendſhip of a Kinſwoman and Companion of hers, 
2 Clergyman's Daughter, who heartily eſpouſed his 
Intereſt, and proved a very powerful Advocate, with 
the Lady, in his behalf, and was likely to her ; 
but the whole Intrigue being detected by the Father, 
he took effectual Care to ſecure his Daughter, and 
immediately diſcarded her Companion. With this Diſ- 
appointment ſhe haſted towards London, and wrote a 
ſorrowful Letter, including a Narative of the whole 
Miſadventure. He preſently went to her, and having 
heard the Circumſtances, and the Activity, Addreſs, | 
and Sinceriry, which ſhe had acted in his behalf, he | 
was inſpired with ſuch generous Sentiments, that to 
make her Satisfaction, he propos d ro marry her, 
which he actually did: She proved an excellent Wife, 
and the Mother of Children to him, and lived to ſee 
him made Lord Chief Juſtice of England. After her 
Deceaſe, he married a Daughter of Sir Thomas 
Bloodworth , the Widow of Sir John Fones of Fun- 
man, in Glamorganſhire. Being come to ſome Repu-
